cent for rent of his land it would have 
cost him. on the basis of average yield 
and average labor expended, 66 cents 
to produce a bushel of corn and 74 
cents to produce oats. 
So it will 
seen that the 
farmer receivi d less 
than 25 cents sn hour to produce the 
staff of life. 
Meantime, fre'ght en­ 
gineers received wages of $1,02 an 
hour and switchmen 72 cents for haul­ 
ing it. 
Had the farmer been paid a 
like compensation as the switchmen 
received, his corn would have -old tor I 
j96 cents per bushel instead cl irom H6 
to 40 and his oat- would have biougbt 
97 instead of from 22 to 26 #*ents.
